What is to become of South Campus? 



Demolition has begun on Paul's Place in Roseville 
to make way for a multi-million dollar project that 
includes two senior citizen housing complexes and 
a 57-room motel. The senior development will be 
called EagleCrest and will include a seven-story, 
127-unit apartment builing as well as a three-story, 
91-unit assisted living facility. The motel will be a 
franchise of Country Inn & Suites by Carlson under 
separate management. Dr. Don Erickson, president 
of Northwestern College, said the three acres on the 
corner of Lydia and Snelling will remain a part of the 
College campus and be known as the South Cam¬ 
pus. The garage on the corner will be leased to a 
master mechanic while the College awaits final word 
on an environmental study. Adding the motel and 
senior housing complex will also offer Northwestern 
students numerous employment opportunities in a 
variety of areas and possible careers.
